In the meantime, the Board of 
Education has instructed School 
Superintendent Kenneth Forry to 
proceed with plans to secure port- 
able classrooms for students now 
attending the condemned schools. 

Twenty-six portables will be 
either leased or purchased by the 
school district, at a basic cost of 
$100,000 per year, plus service 
costs, Five will be used at Ma- 
rin, nine at Cornell, and the re- 
maining 12 at an as yet unde- 
cided site—possibly Memorial! 
Park or Feeney Field (formerly 
Cougar Field). 

How soon Albany school chil- 
dren will be able to occupy these 
units will depend upon how soon 
the District can acquire them. 
If the County Counsel will allow 
the District to proceed immedi- 
ately to purchase or lease the 
portables, they could be ready 
for occupancy by the’ first of the 
year, immediately following the 
students’ Christmas vacation. 

However, if it becomes neces- 
sary to advertise for bids, occu- 
pation could be delayed well past 
January, 1972. 

The County Counsel’s office is 

checking to see if the District can 
make an expenditure for the 
units without seeking bids, under 
emergency provisions dealing 
with the health, welfare and safe- 
ty of the students, 
* Funds, amounting to $162,000, 
from the District’s net reserve, 
plus an anticipated $35,000 from 
a 10-cent earthquake tax, would 
pay for the portables for the first 
semester, Forry stated. 

For the balance of the time the 
units would be needed, funds 
would have to come from a bond 
issue to be approved by the tax- 
payers, and a possible state loan, 
which could supply up to 45 per- 
cent of the cost.

The reports from the State of 
California Office of Architecture 
and Construction (O.A.C.)  pre- 
sented to the Board of Education 
on September 14 and 28, stated 
that the following buildings are 
“unsafe for school use:’’ 

1, Tne west wing of Cornell 
Senool. 

2. The Cornell 
and Offices: 

3. All of Marin School ex- 
cept the two bungalows. 

This inspection by the above 
State agency was authorized by 
the Board last May after definite 
evidence had been presented 
which indicated serious and ob- 
vious structural defects in these 
buildings. The O.A.C., under the 
direction of its principal struc- 
tural engineer, made inspections 
and laboratory tests this summer 
and submitted a detailed report 
with the above stated conclusions. 

Immediately the Board of Edu- 
cation at meetings on September 
21 and 28, attended by several 
hundred interested and _partici- 
pating citizens reviewed the re- 
port, considered a number of al- 
ternate plans for the safety of 
children, and weighed the educa- 
tional and financial implications 
involved in the temporary remoy- 
al of classes from unsafe build:
